" 84ig5's Defence, as well as the Allegations. againſt 
him; and the Reſult ſnewing that there is no ground 
for Proſecution, it may be ſaid to acquit him. Fer 
'tho' Mr. Attorney is pleas'd to ſay, he cannot doũbt 
but that there have been Frauds in the Works of 
St. Paul's; yet tis not from any Proofs thereof up- 
on Mr. Jenings, nor from any Facts made out 
vapainſt him; neither from any thiug in the Exa- 
mination relating to St. Pau's, but from the Opi- 
nion Mr. Attorney ſays he has of Workmen in ge- 
* neral : Which cannot be ſaid to charge Mr. Jening- 
any more than any o! r Artificer employ'd in that, 
or any Work or Bui ding whatſoever. And as to 
- Abuſes in the Works of St. Paul's, all poſſible care 
has been taken, and all Cheques made uſe of to pre-

Such a general Charge might 
affect even Mr. Jones, and Mr. James, tho? every one 
knows that Dr. H——- will ſtand by Mr. Jones to 
the laſt, And the profound Author of the Frauds 
and Abuſes ar St. Paul's ſays, that Mr. James is a 
Man of an extraordinary Character, both for Abi- 
lity and Honeſty; and will any Body after this pre- 
ſiume to queſtion either of them? Or to ſay they 
are not to be excepted from any general Rule ? But 
let that be as it will, both as to that Author, and 
thoſe two Perſons: *Tis to be hop'd, there are a 
great many honeſt Artificers; and what Reaſons 
can be given that Artificers are not, and may not 
de as honeſt and juſt as Perſons of other Profeſſions ? 
Unleſs it could be faid, that all other Profeſſions, 
and every one employ'd in them, are intirely exempt 
from Calumny and Cenſure; which daily Experi- 
ence ſhews is otherwiſe. For in this very Caſe of 
Mr. Fenings the Managers before-mentioned blame 
all, and charge them with negle& of Duty 
that would not run their Lengths, and come up to 
their pitch about a Proſecution of him; tho? (as 
has been ſhew'd)) upon a fair Examination of the 
Buſineſs, there appear'd no ground for any Proſe- 
cution: By which one may ſee that other Perſons 
as well as Artificers may happen to be blamed, and 
that both may be ſo (as in this Caſe) very wrong- 
fully. For let any Body judge who deſerves the 
greater blame, and who acted the fairer part; whe- 
ther ſuch as were for hearing and encouraging none 
but Informers and Accuſers, or ſuch as were for 
having each Party fully heard, and every thing ex- 
amined.

that ſuch a Clock was too vaſt a Piece 
for one Man's Thoughts and Contrivance, 
and ſhould be effected by a whole Council 
of Clock-Makers, to the Advantage of 
them all; that it ought to go but one Day, 
| becauſe it was (as he faid) impoſſible 
to make an Eight-days Clock turn thoſe

Phelps to change it for a new One ; which 


he made; and it was fix'd before the old 


one was removed, and both were compared 
together a conſiderable time before the old 


Bell was deliver'd to him; and had not the
